A WELL*KNOWN CITIZEN KILLED. 











Lake Rausom, Managor of tho Osborne 
Keupor Works, Cruelly Sinta Near is 
Residence, In Masdaule—Kabbory tho Evi- 
dent Ohject of the Crime—The Clreum- 
stunces of the Deed. 


The citizens of tho usually-qulet village of 
Minadale, elghteen infles froin Chicago, on the 
Coleago, Burlington & Quincy raflroad, were 
startled this morning by the diecovery that a 
murder had been committed during the alght 
on one of the principal streets of the 
town, ‘The discovery was frst made at about 
0:40 o'clock, as the Chicago business men were 
pursuing their way tothe depot. Lying on his 


back, between the sidewalk and fence, they saw 
the dead body of aman. Across the sidewalk 
near the roadway, Jay an cinpty revolver, an 
tho first = theory * owas that the 
mun had committed sufelde, Ju their hurry to 
take the tralu the reporter’s frst. informants 
Were uuable to identify the dead man, aud 
could give no further facts than that he had 
been shut tu the head andalso in the deft side.

batiled his identification. ‘The second shot gave 
evidence that the assassin mugt have been close 
onto his viet, as the heat of the ball had eet 
the clothing on tlre for a considerable space 
about the entrance. 

Later it was learned that the murdered man 
Was fake Kansom, a resident of Hinsdale, aud 
innunzer Of thereaper house of D, M. Osborn & 
Co, of WWO South Morgan atreet, Chicago. 
Au etupty pocket-book was found near at hand 
and several papers were strewn about the street, 
pud near the body were found ap old copper 
cent anda bay of sinall shot. 

Mr. Rausom left the city for his howe last 
Hight oon — the Dubuque mssenger, 
aud = tthe = eupposition 3s that the 
assassin followed him out on the train and then 
sotight his opportunity to kil and plunder. The 
deceased was in cotatortable clreunstanee, and 
had a wife and several children, itis age was 
about 40 years. He was revently presented with 
an elegant wateh by the trin and cinployes 
With which ho was connected, aud as the mur- 
derer had abundant tine in which to ritle his 
Victin, itis probuble the wateh has gone with 
the balance of the plunder. lt was dechled to 
hold an inquest at once, and a coroner at Turner 
Junction was telegeavhed fur,

“Tam glad to/ece you," sald Mr, Oscar 
Wilde, the famous Irish wsthete, extending bis 
hand to the reporter, and placing o chair tn 
parlor 8, Grand Pacitle hotel. And the voice 
Was fullot muste, ſtue striking face bright aod 
genfal, and the extended haud warin with fcel- 
ing not to be wistaken. 

“What do you think of America ass coln- 
try?” the reporter felt along, 

“It is nota country. America is a vast world 
by Itself, full of {wonders to tne visitor with 
eyes, and full of surprises. J liked New York 
very mueh for its cosmopolitan features; I liked 
Boston for its many Hterary reminiscences. Tn 
Baltimore | found pretty women, and in Phila- 
delptita Mterary mén.” 

“What is your theory on decorative art?” 

“That it has bees, and will be done mostly by 
women, Men are so busy in the struggle for 
Hfe and commercial supremacy that to the 
women must be relegated the task of sustain- 
ing and advancing decorative art; and this Js 
proper anid ss it should be.”
